And it can 
be noticed in the excretions of the 
body. 


If you receive enough sugars or car- 


bohydrates in your diet, you will not 
break down your own fats. If, how- 
ever, starches and sugars are insuffi- 
cient, the fat is broken down and sub- 
stances form which yield acidosis. 


Ordinarily the presence of small 


amounts of such substances, as oc- 
curs, for instance, in fevers, does not 
yield very many symptoms. In one 
hospital in London normal children 
were fed large amounts of various 
substances leading to the formation of 
acid, but these children failed to de-
